mile of government highway contains 
eight acres of land, “much of it good 
land, capable of growing 500 bushels 
of corn,” while thousands of miles of 
the best highways of France, Ger­ 
many and England are but one rod 
wide. 
The Country Gentleman objects to 
Iowa devoting 416,000 acres of “the 
best farming land in the world” to 
growing a sufficient 
assortment of 
wreeds to seed the farms that lie 
along the state s 104,000 miles of pub­ 
lic road. 
It may be added that a well-main­ 
tained road a rod or a rod and a half 
wide, with trees along either side, is 
much more agreeable to drive over 
than a road three or four rods wide, 
which can never be shaded and must 
always be an intolerably hot sun re­ 
flector during summer. Left unoiled, 
it is glaring and trying to the eyes. 
Oiled, it gives off heat like a stove.— 
Louisville Courier-Journal.

Specialists of Department cf A g r i­ 
culture Place Responsibility for 
Highway Defects. 


Where a county builds a good road 
and soon lets it become rutty, washed 
out or uneven, who or what is prin 
cipally to blame? As a result of a 
study of conditions in a number ot 
counties, road specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture are 
inclined to place the responsibility 
upon the following defects in road 
management, some or all of which are 
found in all counties where good roads 
are not properly repaired and main­ 
tained: 
1. County boards, although having 
full administrative authority, appear 
not to attach to their official action 
in road matters the importance or le­ 
gal effect which it should have. 
2. County boards do not generally 
have sufficient accounting control of

road funds to know’ what is available 
for any particular project, where funds 
have been or where existing balances 
are to be expended. 
3. Lack of any systematic practice 
in handling funds among most coun 
ties makes it very difficult to carryout 
over even a single year any persistent 
maintenance policy, because funds of­ 
ficially obligated for maintenance pur­ 
poses are not protected against spo­ 
radic and irregular drafts for miscel­ 
laneous purposes. 
The greatest like­ 
lihood consequently exists everywhere 
that there will be no balance iii the 
maintenance fund in tho last half or 
third of the year, although only a part 
of the fund allotted may have been 
spent. 
4. Ixical labor available for mainte­ 
nance work is made dissatisfied by 
the constant, unintelligent and unfa­ 
vorable criticism of those using the 
road. 
5. Maintenance continuing over a 
period of years—the ultimate indis­ 
pensable condition of effective main­ 
tenance—is jeopardized by lack of ac­ 
counting control that wall prevent 
spending next year’s current income 
in this year. 
6. The lack of skilled supervision 
in construction and the effect of this iii 
increasing the cost or in making ef­ 
fective maintenance impossibly expen­ 
sive is everywhere seen. 
7. The county authorities are com­ 
monly opposed to following sugges 
tions for maintenance that involve ty­ 
ing up road funds in any way, such 
as purchasing materials in advance to 
store along the road for making re 
pairs or maintaining tho road surface.

SECRET OF SUCCESSFUL POULTRY RAISING 


Cull the fowl on the left; keep the one on the right. 
The long body, deep chest, broad head, and short beak, together with the 
bright eye of the cock on the right indicate good strong constitution. 
The short body with long legs, and narrow head and chest indicate 
weak constitution in the bird on the left. 


(By H. L. KEMPSTER. Missouri College 
of Agriculture.) 
The secret of successful poultry rais­ 
ing is to cull. Breeding stock should 
undergo a most rigid selection not on­ 
ly for type but for constitutional vigor 
for unless a bird has a good, strong 
constitution it cannot be an economi­ 
cal producer. Weak chicks are more 
liable to disease, they are not as good 
egg producers, nor do the birds grow 
and fatten as economically. 
A good constitution Is indicated by 
a broad, deep chest, long body, active 
disposition, keen bright eye, a broad 
head and bright colored comb, glossy 
plumage and a very well curved beak. 
Birds which have any tendency to­ 
ward the elongated heads, commonly 
known as “crow heads,” should be 
eliminated from the breeding pens. 
Females that have heavy abdomens 
and excessive fat so that they bag 
down behind should be sent to the 
market for they are generally poor 
breeders and always poor producers. 
The bird which is the first off the roost 
in the morning and the last to go on 
to the roost at night should be used. 
Any bird wrhich has been sick at any 
time should not be used in the breed­ 
ing pen. The time to begin to select 
breeders for the next season is when 
the chicks are hatched. 
Those birds 
w’hich show a tendency toward weak­ 
ness should be marked at the time 
this weakness is noticed in order that 
they may never find their way into the 
breeding pens. A system of marking

the birds should be used to enable 
the owner to tell the age of his chick­ 
ens. This can be done by toe-marking 
the chicks with a punch when •hatch­ 
ed; or the mature birds may be leg- 
banded in the fall. The fowls for the 
breeding pen should be selected from 
the one and two-year-old stock in or­ 
der to secure the largest and best eggs 
for hatching. 
In fact the experience 
of the Missouri agricultural experi­ 
ment station shows that in economical 
egg-production few hens over two 
years old should ever be retained. 
The breeding stock should be sep­ 
arated from the general flock. 
It is 
an unnecessary expense to breed from 
the entire flock because of the extra 
male birds which will be necessary. 
It is also a poor practice to breed 
from the entire flock because some of 
the birds do not come up to the keep­ 
ers’ ideal of chickens, and for that 
reason should not be used. The worst 
fault of the usual method of breeding 
are (I) the use of inferior males, (2) 
the breeding of immature or poorly 
developed stock; 
(3) the breeding 
from the entire flock, poor as well as 
good; and (4) the selection of eggs 
from the general egg basket. 
The 
farmer should aim to select a few of 
the best females and then mate to 
them a good, vigorous male. 
A few 
hens properly handled will produce all 
of the eggs necessary for hatching 
purposes, will eliminate the need of 
using additional males and will pro­ 
duce much better progeny.

Washington, May 22—There has 
been of late a good bit of talk about 
the possibility that Senator Harding, 
of Ohio, wiio as temporary chairman 
will make the keynote address, may 
be the nominee of the Chicago con­ 
vention. 
The talk is the more inter­ 
esting because it does not come from 
the senator or any of his close friends, 
but from certain conservative head­ 
quarters that may be found in New 
York and other planes in the east. 
The republican old guard doesn’t 
want Roosevelt, nor 
does

Hughes. 
It has used Hughes to “kill 
ofi” Roosevelt, but in doing so it has 
made Hughes a very formidable figure 
and therefore his defeat in the con­ 
vention may be difficult.

quence, it is looking around for some 
man of prominence whom it can use 
to kill Hughes, just. as some of its

Hughes to kill Roosevelt 
Having so 
used such a man. it would be their 
purpose to give him the presidential 
nomination. 
Harding looks good to a good many 
of the conservatives 
in 
connection 
with the purpose just alluded to, and 
already there has been a good deal of 
quiet “feeling around” to find out how 
his name will strike the average man 
who will be delegate. 
It is rather interesting to note how' 
confident some of the conservatives 
are that Roosevelt is not to be a prom­ 
inent man before the convention for 
nomination purposes.

There are now only four states iii 
the Union that have not enacted law’s 
providing for state aid for good roads 
work. 
One of these states is South 
Carolina, the others being Indiana 
Mississippi, and Texas. 
ri hose three 
other states, however, are above South 
Carolina 
iii 
expenditures 
for 
road 
work. 
Indeed, according to informa 
tion which has been received at Clem 
son college from the United States 
departm ent of agriculture, this state 
cannot boast of its record iii road 
work and is considerably behind most 
of the other states of the Union in this 
respect. 
In 1914, South Carolina spent SL­ 
OOP,OOO on road work, this money com­ 
ing from local funds of counties, town 
ships, and districts. 
There were no 
expenditures by the state and local 
units jointly, or by the state alone. 
In the same period, Indiana spent $13,- 
253,761 and Iowa spent $11,363,000. Nor 
does South Carolina compare 
well 
with even the other southern states.

North Carolina spent $3,930,000. Geor­ 
gia, $2,500,000; 
Alabama, $2,795,000;

the only states on the list which are 
not above South Carolina iii road ex­ 
penditures arc tho undeveloped states 
of 
Arizona,

Rhode Island, and Vermont. 
The total cf all surfaced roads in 
South Carolina is 4,888 miles.

Tn th© m anagem ent of the modern 
lairy it should be the aim to surround 
the cows with conditions most con­ 
ducive to a large and economical pro­ 
duction of milk and butterfat in each 
individual case. 
Each cow should re­ 
ceive as much roughage as she will 
eat up clean and a portion of this 
shou’d preferably be of a succulent na­ 
ture. like grass, silage, soiling crops 
or roots. Of concentrates it has been 
found a good working rule to feed 
as many pounds of grain feeds per day 
to each cow as she produces pounds of 
butterfat a week, or one-fourth to one- 
third as much grain as she gives 
pounds of milk daily, the amount de­ 
pending upon tho per cent of butterfat 
in the milk. 
In the case of cows pro­ 
ducing milk with a low per cent of 
fat, one-fourth would ber required. Care 
should always be taken to avoid an in­ 
crease in body weight above the nor­ 
mal for each cow, since the milk secre­ 
tion, as a general rule, is likely to 
suffer when cows commence to utilize 
their feed for the formation of body 
fat. 
It follows from what has been said 
that no two cows in the herd can be 
fed exactly alike under this system of

It is 
possible, however, to lessen the labor 
incident to regulating the feed supply 
in accordance with the requirements 
of the individual cows by adapting a 
general grain mixture which will serve 
the needs of most of the cows in the 
herd. 
This may be placed in a cart 
and weighed or measured out from 
the same to each cowr in the stable. 


JUDGMENT IN SHAPING TREES 


Care Should Be Exercised Not to Cut 
Away Any Portion Which May 
Affect Appearance. 


In shaping the trees, the orchardist 
m ust use his own judgment largely. 
W here the trees are very small care 
should be exercised not to cut away 
any portion of the tree which may af­ 
fect its appearance in the future. Be­ 
ginners should not start on young or 
small trees, for m istakes on them are 
always costly. 
If you observe a serious fork in the 
young tree, it should be remedied at 
once by cutting away the one which 
you think will not make the best pro­ 
ducer. 
If '.uch a defect is remedied 
early in the lifetime of a tree it will 
scarcely be noticeable later, but to al­ 
low it to remain for any length of time 
is to injure and deform the tree per­ 
manently.

Properly fed 
and handled, a m ature sow’ will keep 
in better breeding condition aud will 
give her owmer more years of profit­ 
able service if she has twro litters a 
year than if she has only one. 
To do this, she m ust be fed while 
pregnant a full supply of bone, blood 
and muscle-making feeds, 
in order 
that the development of the unborn 
pigs will not weaken her by taking 
these m aterials from her own body.

Miss 


Nellie Byers, a Grant county school 


teacher on a road in a lonely spot in 
southwest Grant county, on Oct. 22, 
19^5. 
The almost nude body of the girl 
was found the Saturday morning b l ­ 
owing. It had been dragged to a hole 
beside the road and the thistles and 
weeds bent down to conceal it. The 
clothes had been torn off and could 
not be found. The body was fright­ 
fully scratched and bruised and deep 
purple 
indentations 
on 
the 
neck 
showed how the assailant had squeez­ 
ed the life from his victim. 
Feared Mob Violence. 
The place where 
the 
crime was 
committed is thinly settled, only two 
houses being 
within 
sight 
of the 
spot. One is the home of Fred Ed­ 
son, where the teacher boarded, and 
the other the home of Jared Benson, 
a settler who had come out a year 
before the crime was committed. I??s 
family consisted of himself and wife 
and married 
daughter, 
whose 
hus­ 
band was Clint Henson, a cousin; a 
19-year-old son of 
Jared’s, 
Alva by 
name, and Archie Sweet. 
Sweet was alone 
at 
the Benson 
house the morning the body was dis­ 
covered, and when 
questioned said 
he had seen the teacher the previous 
afternoon as 
she 
left 
the 
school 
house. Sweet said he was just start­ 
ing out hunting at the time. He de­ 
nied that he had heard any outcry 
or had seen any person in the pas­ 
ture except the teacher. 
He denied 
any part in the murder, but, seeing 
that the suspicion 
of the neighbors 
was turned toward him, he asked the 
protection of the sheriff, Bert Ladner, 
and was hurried first to New Ulysses, 
the county seat, and later to the jail 
at Lakin to avoid possible mob vio­ 
lence. 
Bloodhounds, forty-one hours after 
the crime was committed, followed a 
trail from the scene of the struggle 
to the Henson 
house, 
where 
they 
leaped upon 
a 
bed 
in the corner, 
which Sweet later admitted he had 
occupied the Friday night after the 
crime. Other clews were dropped and 
Sweet was rushed to jail here, as it 
was feared a mob might go to Lakin 
after him. 
On the Wednesday 
following 
the 
crime J. N. Wilkinson, a Burns agent, 
arrived. Within two days he arrested 
Clint Henson, whom he charged with 
the murder. All members of the Hen­ 
son family had been away from home 
the Friday the 
school 
teacher was 
slain, with the 
exception 
of Clint, 
who was 
working 
at 
the 
Liniger 
farm, four miles south of the school 
house at which 
Miss 
Byers taught. 
Wilkinson attempted 
to 
secure 
a 
confession from Henson by the aid 
of Sweet, but Henson denied any con 
fession and accused Frweet of trying 
to implicate him to save himself. 
Both Had Prison Records. 
Officers discovered that 
both men 
men had penitentiary records, Hen­ 
son for stealing liquor from a depot, 
and that 
Sweet 
had 
served three 
terms. When a boy he was sent from 
Fort Scott to the Hutchinson refor­ 
matory for an attempt 
to attack a 
girl. Later he served a sentence for 
an attempt to break out of the Fort 
Scott jail, and later served six years 
of a seven-year term for the theft of 
a team of horses. 
Sweet claimed he wTas sent to the 
reformatory for the first time as the 
result of a plot 
by 
his stepmother, 
who wanted to be rid of him. 
And 
there is a rumor that the defense will 
introduce at this 
trial 
an 
afljdavit 
from 
the 
complaining 
witness 
at 
’ hat time, now 
a 
married 
woman, 
that she was induced by her mother 
and Sweet’s 
stepmother 
to 
accuse 
Sweet falsely. During the five years 
Sweet has been out of jail the offi-

Henson was released from jail af­ 
ter a few days 
on 
the assertion of 
Grant county officers that they had 
found a dozen witnesses that Henson 
was at the Linger farm the afternoon 
the crime was committed and that it 
would have been impossible for him 
to have killed the girl. 
The investigation of the relations 
of Henson and Sweet revealed that 
Sweet had attached himself to the 
family after his last release from the 
penitentiary and took up their sup­ 
port. 
Clint Henson was often away 
from home for 
months 
af* 
a time, j 
members of his own family admitted, j 
and they also admitted that Sweet 
had utilized his knowledge of coal 
mining gained at. the penitentiary to 
support the family. He had his life 
insured for $1,900 in favor of “Ma” 
Henson, as he calls her. 
When 
the 
lynching talk ran highest “Ma” Hen­ 
son asked the officers if the life in­ 
surance would 
be 
paid 
if 
Sweet 
should be killed by a mob. 
Evidence in Teeth Marks. 
The arrest of Sweet brought him 
to the attention of his mother, 
who 
had not seen 
him 
for twenty-five 
years and who believed him dead un­ 
til a neighbor read of the murder in 
Western Kansas and the connection 
with it of Archie 
Sweet 
or 
Aber­ 
deen. Archie took his mother’s name 
of Sweet atte r his 
second 
release 
from imprisonment 
because 
of his 
bitterness against his father, 
whom 
he believed partly responsible for his 
trouble. 
Against 
the 
testimony 
of 
the 
bloodhounds the 
defense 
will offer 
the testimony of 
Dr. E. H. Ballou, 
a dentist here, that Sweet could not 
possibly have made 
the 
teeth 
im­ 
pressions found on the body of 
the 
murdered teacher. 
Ballou 
took 
an 
impression of the tooth 
marks 
on 
the body before it was buried, and 
on the absence of a bicuspid tooth 
on the right side of 
the assailant’* j 
mouth Dr. Ballou bases 
his conten­ 
tion that Sweet could not have made 
the bite. Sweet has a missing bicus­ 
pid. but it is on the left side. Also 
Henson has a missing bicuspid tooth, j 
which Dr. Ballou 
says 
will 
corre- | 
spond with that missing from 
the 
mouth of the person who bit the body 
of the slain girl. Ballou took wax im­ 
pressions of both 
men 
while 
they 
were in jail here.
